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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant argues that it would not have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to utilize a valve in 
the return line. Applicant alleges that this is because a valve would reduce the 
velocity, which is desired to be high. This is not found convincing. Vaartstra 
explicitly teaches the control valve to control the flow rate in to the reaction 
chamber. It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art to use a valve. By doing so the flow rate of 
the gases being fed in to the reaction chamber is controlled. One of ordinary skill 
would be more motivated to control the reaction than to let it proceed 
haphazardly. Additionally, it is noted that according to Bernoulli's equation, a 
valve, which acts to decrease the cross-sectional area of the flow, would actually 
increase the velocity of the stream, not decrease, as the applicant alleges. 
Therefore, the use of a valve certainly does not contradict the teachings of 
Ahmed. 

It is also noted that the combination of references is Vaartstra in view of 
Ahmed, not Ahmed in view of Vaartstra, as the applicant has argued. Vaartstra, 
the primary reference, explicitly teaches a control valve for any stream being fed 
to the reactor. The Office Action merely shows the obviousness of and 
motivation for including a recycle stream. Since the recycle stream is fed to the 
reactor, it too would have a control valve, as is within the teachings of the primary 
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reference. The applicant has failed to argue against the proposed combination of 
Vaartstra in view of Ahmed. 

Since applicant's arguments have not been found convincing, the 
rejections of the previous Office Action have been maintained.
